After this was pointed out to Mr. Nicholson, he readily agreed that 
he had been in error in transmitting the Bureau's reports to another Governmental 
agency and stated that he wanted to do what the Bureau desired to rectify such 
procedure, He stated that a procedure had been set up by the State Department 
for the referral of FBI reports to the interested agency when its personnel 
was being used on the Voice Program, He stated that Undersecretary| | b6 
had thought it advisable that the State Department should not pass upon the b7C 
loyalty, integrity, and ability of employees of other Governmental agencies so 
long as those agencies would certify to the State Department concerning the 
loyalty of the persons involved.

It is recommended that we inform the State Department that we cannot 
authorize them to transmit our reports to other Governmental agencies which is 
contrary to the Attorney General's instructions but that if they so desire, they 
may take it up with the Attorney General to determine if an arrangement can be 
made comparable to that now being followed in the International Labor Office 
cases# It is not believed that the Bureau could institute any action in this 
matter and that we should stand firm on insisting that our reports not be 
transmitted beyond the first agency (State Department) without approval of the
